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Niccolo fiachiavwlli was an Italian statesman find ' c-tudent of 
politics. He was born in Florence in 1469* Educated by private 
tutors, he served for fourteen years as first secretary of the 
council of the Republic of Florence. 

Political revolt coat l-iachiavelii his job, and in 1512 he ;v*?s 
imprisoned and tortured for an entire year, but still managed to 
scribble out his famous book, TEie Prince . This boolc established 
Machiavelli at- the father of modern political science* The book 
sets forth the idea that a ruler shouldn't bother about the freans 
used to achieve a purpose. He must use any means at his disposal, 
no matter how wicked, to destroy his enemies and subjugate the 
people,, toachiavelli set down rules to be followed to keep lit 
power (a point severely emphasized during his imprisonment). ; 

Though Machiavelll has long been a symbol for all that £s deep, 
dark, and treacherous in statesmanship, and aveh though The .Prince 
was a do-it-yourself guide on how to be a proper dictator,' he a'c- 
tually favored the republican fbr» of government, as evidenced by 
his three other major works. 

When hp released, Machiavelli retired to write, after the 
Princ^ f on politics, peltry, history, and comedy- One of the Ren- 
aissance's leading literary figures, liachiavelli died in" 1527*

Dlfj^MACY AND TH E GRi.AT V/AK 

Historically,, the 191V Two-Person Variant of the standard DIP- 
LOMACY 3.901 game provides for a very enlightening glance into the 
many facets of the First World War. And let 9 s face it? in no other 
place at no other time* will one" find such perfectly balanced powers 
in such equal positions as in QlPWl'ACt 19Q1 — nowhere can one move 
directly in on^ turn, from one of his home supp centres to an op- 
ponent 8 ^ home supp centre {save Venice and Trieste), and ever y one 
of the seven powers has direct, home~supp~cantre access to water* 

Back to la guerre* ' Several questions can be readily answered 
by careful and realistic movement of the' pieces on the board. For 
example, why didn't Russia do better, militarily, on the Eastern 
Front? Don't knock Russia • she did darn wall considering the 
odds against her: Russia (this is for the majority of the War) » 
supp centres ^t. Petersburg, Moscow, and. iebastopl; total Allied 
supp centres on ths Eastern Front *= THRS*. * .Germany » supp centres 
Belgium, Kiel, Munich, Berlin* and Warsaw - Austria * supp centres 
Vienna , Budapest, Trieste, Lerbia, Greece, and Rumania - Turkey * 
supp centres Bulgaria, Constantinople, imyrna, and Ankara* total 
Central Powers supp centres for fiffstem Front ™ FIFTEEN* Note: 
in real life supp centres, especially in Germany and Austria, sup-, " 
plied armies on both* fronts. And in true history the odds work 
out about the same: Russia's hordes are overshadowed by Germany's 
training, added to Austria * ss and Turkey's numbers* ho it's easy to 
see that the cards were stacked against Russia, bordering as she 
did all three Central Powers. 

Now for the sticky technical stuff* In a typical 1914 Variant, 
this is what happens: Gem-any knocked out by Britain and France, 
Russia is occupied by Austria and Turkey, Italy attacks and gets 
creamed out by Austria and Turkey before Allied fleets can arrive 
in the Mediterranean, and the war bogs down to a slug feat, with 
Allied naval superiority winning it at about the fifteenth year. 



But v^itta minute! you say. tesn f t it said that the 1914 Variant 
was an accurate representation of the V/ar? Yes, tivit was said, and 
in certain respects this game does* illustrate i/orld ./fiFT. However r 
the reader must bear in mind that DIPLOMACY* 1901 is not a vargame. 
In spite of its armies and fleets, military actions are of a secon- 
dary and purely aesthetic nature. I can say this because I have been 
an avid student of history for over five years — . vprgame playing in- 
cluded. 

DIPLOMACY 1901 is not a wargame, as I said. In the tfar 1914-1912 
the Turks proved to the world that they were the worst soldiers of 
any major power. True, the lousy internal situation of the Ottoraan 
Empire was a factor, but those Turks were really turksl Not like 
the bacfTtalian Army of 1940-1943, wh didn't have the desire to 
fight — the Turkish troops tried their hardest to win and always 
ended up defeated (not the major defeats, but the little ones which 
slowly whittle down the morale of the soldiers involved). That is 
why one 'historian 'has "called the Turkish "First ' T! brTd t/ar "Army ' n thh 
most defeated army in history*" Even the voll-known Italians must 
admit the Turks were just a little bit worse than they were-. 

V/ith such a dogn-.a, no historiaii in' his right mind could imagine 
a crescent moon and star flying over the Thames, i.sine, Rhein, Danube, 
Tiber, and Volga in the year 1910 A e D. And yet, in DIP 1901, that 
does happen! 

In many a DIPLOMACY 1901 game largs numbers of oblong white 
fleets assist the Tsar to victory. Hov^ver, in real life, Russian 
industry never was and never could have been large enough, orjganlzed 
enough, or capable enough of more than doubling the size of the 
Russian navy. At the tisie of karajevo P both Russian fleets had 
zero dreadnoughts (the major battleships o1T"th€j day) a Oh ye^, eight 
were building, but. they wera all due for completion in 1915 and 1916* 
(If you don't believe me, look it up In your Jane 9 a 1914, Fi ght in^ Lh i£s ) 

In the 1914 Variant Gem-any always succumbs"^ tlie combined algnt" 
of Britain and France. Yet, for three, almost four years the German 
■^ehrmacht held off twice thsir number in soldiers and battleships* 
Again, the game's rules do not take into consideration those factors 
which allow a country to stand up to five times its own strength., 
Which is why DIPLOMACY. 1901 (or any variant, for that matter) is no 
real war game*

two: DIPLOMACY and AVALQN HTLL's "Origins of World War Two." We 
all must admitj DIPI£MACY is a very unique and fascinating game* 
Unfortunately, it is still somewhat scarce- But DIPLOMACY won't 
be scarce for long. Y/hat with all the new 'sines (tadaap!) and its 
inherent appeal, DIPLOMACY, will cc:ae into its own soon enough. What 
is DIPLOMACY'S "inherent appeal?" It p s what siakes the game so popu- 
lar: with all the negotiations, shadowv deals s "and Kissinger-- type 
exploits, DIPLOMACY MAKEb YOU U5& YOUR HtJiD (till it hurts, some- 
times) I And that is why I think DIPLOMACY has been and is being 
received the way it is TODAY*
